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S WHAT THE “END OF THE GOLD CRISIS” MEANS 


Gold’s price will stay frozen. Speculators will lose money and miners will lose jobs. Here’s why

THE “GOLD cRisis” of 1960-61, as the New 
York Times and most other newspapers. peri- 
odicals, and popular commentators called it, 
appeared to begin in late October and to be 
over by mid-February. The almost daily front- 
page reports on gold in the months between 
left most Canadians with no clear understand- 
ing of what had happened, what was going to 
happen, or whether anything that happened to 
gold mattered a damn in this country anyway 
For the record: 

There has been no gold crisis in the usual 
sense of that ominous term. No national cur- 
rency is in danger of collapse for lack of gold, 
least of all the United States dollar 

The gold problem that does tace the U.S 
began in 1958, when the U.S. ran up the first 
of three yearly deficits in its dealings with for 
eign countries that left it ten billion dollars in 
the red. Government bankers in some of those 
countries decided they now had more dollars 
than they wanted: during the three years they 
traded five billion dollars for gold. which the 
U.S. Treasury guarantees to buy or sell to for- 
eign governments at $35 an ounce. 

This problem is a long way from being 
solved yet. But President Kennedy has pledged 
himself to find means to solve it without raising 
the price of gold. For the time being, most 
foreign bankers seem to believe him 

Since Kennedy is almost certain to fulfill 
this pledge, there will be at least three conse- 
quences that will matter a great deal to some 
Canadians, and a fourth that will make a dit 
ference to all of us. Kennedy can solve the real 





problem sending more money out of the 
U.S. than the U. S. takes in only by ending 


the recession and getting his country moving 
again, as he likes to put it. If the U.S. gets 
moving fast enough to earn. several billion 
dollars a year more from foreigners, Canada 
will be pushed into prosperity too. Long before 
this happens, speculators who have gambled 
that the price of gold is going up will get 
burned. Some exporters will face at least the 
threat of higher tariffs, since lobbyists will use 
the dollar problem as a legitimate argument 
against sending dollars out of the country to 
buy things like Canadian lead, zinc. and oil 
And finally most Canadian gold miners, along 
with many of the people who live in gold-min-

ing towns well over a hundred thousand

run to find other jobs and other towns. 
Threatened in one way or another by the 
stable price of gold, some of the exporters, 
many of the mining men and all of the specu- 
lators argue doggedly that the price has to go 
up because the price of everything else is going 
up: because the volume of world trade is going 
up: and because the price of gold always has 
gone up. To understand clearly why they are 
wrong, the first step is to understand clearly 
what the so-called gold crisis was all about. 
Since 1934 the U.S. has run a banking serv- 
ice for the world by guaranteeing to sell any 
amount of gold to foreign government banks 
at $35 U.S. an ounce, and to buy any amount 
at the same price.

WHEN WORD REACHED an underground shift 
coming to the surtace at Sylvanite Gold Mines 
in northern Ontario last October that gold was 
selling briskly on the free market at $41.50 an 
ounce, the miners stood in the mud and cheer 
ed.

For most of the mines in these two dying gold 
camps, and in harsh fact tor 42 of the 54 gold 
mines left in Canada, gold ore in the ground 
today costs more to mine than its worth. It 
costs them as much as $45 Canadian to dig 
the gold that they sell for $35 U.S. The money 
that keeps them going comes trom the federal 
taxpayer, who has been paying high-cost gold 
mines a subsidy under the Emergency Gold 
Mining Assistance Act since 1948. During the 
twelve-year emergency these mines have asked 
for. and received, $130 million to help them 
pay the cost of digging 36 million ounces ot 
gold. (This is another way of saying that every 
dollar's worth of gold dug in these mines has 
cost the mining men and the public, together, 
about $1.12). Even so, of the 117 mines that 
claimed emergency aid in 1948 there were only 
42 lett in 1960 

With or without subsidies they will all run 
out of ore in the end. and so will the dozen 
mines that are still digging ore rich enough to 
return a profit without help.
